How to Get Here 


MetroLinkand 

MetroBus 

Ride MetroLink to the Forest 
Park/DeBaliviere station, 
then take MetroBus route 
#90 Hampton south. The 
bus stops within a short 
walking distance to the 
Zoo’s North Entrance. 


From US 40/1-64 

Take Hampton Avenue, 
exit 34-B. 

From 1-44 

Take Hampton Avenue, 
exit 286. Drive north one 
mile to the Zoo. 

From 1-270 North 

If you’re coming from north 
or northwest, take 1-70 or 
1-270 to 1-170 south. Merge 
onto 1-64/40 east. Take 
Hampton Avenue, exit 34-B
